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Highway Work 


Work of laying the gravel base course between 
Barons and Champion has been progressing rapidly 
with favorable weather. This part of building a road 
consists of placing eight inches of uncrushed gravel 
topped with four inches of crushed gravel. The crushed 
gravel is bound with an asphalt binder and is left to 
stand a yepr before the hard-surfacing of two inches , 
of fine mix asphalt is applied. Hard-surfacing of the 
Monarch to Barons stretch is being done this year. 

Before the work of hard-surfacing can proceed ' 
further north than Champion Highway 23 must be 
widened and we understand that this will be done next 
year. It would seem reasonable that part of the road- 
widening work should be done this year but possibly 
■the road can be widened and the base course applied 
on the same stretch, all in the same year. 

Highway 23 from Vulcan north and then west to 
High River is apparently being neglected, insofar as 
maintainer service is concerned, according to the 
many complaints reaching this office. Highway 21 
from the Comer Store north is apparently well main¬ 
tained and there is no good reason why the Sunshine 
Trail shoyld not be kept in good condition. 

Healthiest In Canada 

We always knew the pairies were the only worth¬ 
while place in Canada to live, and now along comes 
some information from across the line to help substan¬ 
tiate this claim.

The prairie region of Canada is subject to wide 
extremes of weather and we should be glad to know 
that rough weather does not necessarily bring death 
sooner. It may make life somewhat distasteful at 
times, but every whiff of that old ozone should make 
us realize that it’s the .best*-in Canada!

Check Stored Grain 

Farmers everywhere are cutting down expenses 
by good farm management. Such practices as checking 
on stored grain save farmers of western Canada 
thousands of dollars every year. Mites and beetles 
can eat profits very quickly if allowed to do so. Several 
reports investigated recently in the Lethbridge, Red 
Deer and Edmonton areas reveal some mouldy spots 
and the presence of mites and beetles in stored grain. 

In checking, use a metal rod to hunt for damp, 
heating or mouldy spots under roof openings, near 
the e d ge s of the pile, near the floor or base of grain 
mass if grain is on soil or concrete floor, or if there 
is a possibility of seepage into pile base. If grain 
is spoiling, screen it to look for beetles, mites or other 
insects. Submit sample of insect specimens to your 
nearest D.A., who will arrange to have the insects 
identified. 

Insect identification is importam. If mites arc 
present, turning the grain, ventilatingSand if possible 
cleaning it, can usually stop the infestation. Mites are 
usually found near the surface. Damaged grain should 
be removed and the surface stirred by shovelling it 
over if turning is not possible. If fungus beetles are 
present, this usually indicates that heating and mold¬ 
ing is taking place. Removing spoiled and damp mater¬ 
ial will cause these beetles to die—since they feed on 
molds and fungus. Turning the grain, cleaning and 
drying it will do much to save infested stored grain 
from further spoilage. 

Rusty grain beetles are true grain-eating species, 
and in addition to turning, cleaning and drying the 
grain, fumigation may be necessary during the sum¬ 
mer months. 

William Lobay, Alberta’s supervisor of pest 
control, reports that it is estimated that insects and . 
improper storage conditions can destroy a significant 
percentage of grain. A little time spent in checking 
can often catch the problem in time to save such grain 
Where storage of grain for longer periods is antici¬ 
pated, proper preparation of storage premises should 
be an important factor in good farm management.

j Of Many Things j

DO THE OBVIOUS 

Some thirty-seven years ago a 
writer by the name of Robert R. 
Updegraph, published a little story 
called “Obvious Adams.” 

This little story packed such a 
wallop that the idea of doing the 
obvious soon became a business 
problem when solved will be simple.

One of his texts for obviousness is 
a question. The question reads, 
"Does the answer check with hu¬ 
man nature?” In other words, if 
your plan or idea cannot be under¬ 
stood and accepted by your mother, 
wife, brothers, sisters, cousins, or 
your next door neighbor — you'd 
better suspect it. It’s probably not 
obvious. 

It is amazing how often we neg¬ 
lect to see that the solution to 
most of our our problems is really 
quite obvious. For example, the 
solution to the housing shortage 
is—more houses! Yet think of all 
the other fancy schemes that have 
been cooked up to solve the prob¬ 
lem! We have had rental control, 
government mortgages, zoning,' 
and heaven knows how many wild 
ideas suggested to solve the hous¬ 


ing problem. Yet the answer is 
simple—build more houses! 

Right no\j(,Canada has a problem 
in connection with unemployment. 
But when you ask what (the solu¬ 
tion is, you get the darndest an¬ 
swers. You’ll hear a whole lecture 
on the subject of unemployment 
insurance; labor union leaders will 
talk endlessly aboiA government 
spending; politicians will treat the 
matter at gvedt length. But isn't 
the answer obvious? The solution 
to unemployment is—more employ¬ 
ment. In Renfrew a whole group of 
workers refused to go back to work 
because they couldn’t get the pay 
that the International Union in the 
United States said they should have. 
Yet they classed themselves as “un¬ 
employed.” Their problem would 
be solved quickly enough if they 
would take the existing jobs at 
the wages the employers could af¬ 
ford to pay them, and dig in and 
make the industry -profitable e- 
nough so that 1 it could pay them 
more as it would willingly do if 
it could affos-d it. 

The above are merely examples 
that come readily to mind tout the 
whole idea of doing the obvious is 
worth some thought. Great busi¬ 
ness enterprises have been built up¬ 
on it. It is much more reliable 
than fancy schemes and cunning 
systems. Cultivate an ability to see 
the obvious and do it, and you won’t 
go far wrong!
